One has only to look around him 


lo know that this is true, insofar as 
it is possible for figures to tell the 
truth. For almost everyone nowa- 
days has money. 


All of which suggests lhat a word 


of caution is due. 


Back in 1932 we had plenty of 


goods but scarcely any money, and 
we thought we were poor. Now we 
have scarcely any goods but plenty 
of money, and we think we are rich. 


Goods are the real wealth of the 


world, and dollars arc only 
the 


poker chips by which we measure 
that wealth. A nation with all Ihe 
world's money but none 
of 
its 


goods would be "broke." 


On the other hand, of course, il 


is uncomfortable to have lols of 
goods and no money at all—as we 
know from our experience in 1932. 
Bui caulion suggests that figures 
do not always tell the truth. The 
truth, in fact, is that real prosperity 
lies somewhere between what we 
didn't have in 1932 and what we do 
have today—a litlle less 
money 


than we now have, but considerably 
more goods.

What docs all this mean? 
Well, it means you had beller 


ook al those dollars of yours pretty 
closely. 
There isn't 
much 
real 


vealth lo put Ihem inlo right now. 
A good pcrcenlage of your dollars 
would be wisely invested if put into 
War'Bo"nds. Tliat'would save them 
up for the day after the war when 
we leave off making munilions and 
once again are producing Ihe peace- 
,ime goods which constilule real 
wealth. 


But I haven't given you quite all 


:he University's business figures. 
And on one point its "prosperity" 
figures tell the truth, the

truth, and nothing but the truth. 
There were 42,000 babies born in

crease by 1950 . . . And these fig- 
ures, known as "vilal slatistics", 
arc a lot more trustworthy than the 
figures on business. Population gain 
is a true gain in power and wealth 
that never can be discounted by 
time or tide. 


Something to be truly thankful for 


in Ihese days when America's 130 
millions are pilled against so much 
of the world's peoples.

5 below, and Buffalo 5 below. 


The temperature dropped to 8 


below in Cincinnati, compared with 
9 above reported yesterday, 
but 


farther west there was a general 
trend to higher figures. At Duluth 
it was only 5 below, instead of the 
21 below reported yesterday.

at Adolf Hitler's headquarters. 


Neautral and Allied sources re- 


ported that a huge convoy 
w as 


being a s s e m b l e d in southern 
French 
ports to rush reinforce- 


ments from Europe, and that Mar- 
shal Erwin Rommel's A f.r i c a n 
Corps and Mussolini's tattered le- 
gions might give up Tripolitania all 
together in order to 
concentrate 


every available man and gun in the 
struggle for Tunisia. 


A Reuters dispatch from North 


Africa said Allied patrols had cap- 
tured Italians from Tripoli 
w h o 


were trying to link up with Gen. 
Walther Nehring's Tunsiian forces 
and added that there were indica- 
tions that part of the Italian gar- 
rison of Tripoli also was moving 
by sea to Tunisia. 


The Daily Mail, in a 
dispatch 


from Madrid, said it was report- 
ed from Vichy that the Germans

torney General Biddle announced 
today a feder algrand jury at Fort 
Wayne, Ind., had indicted the An- 
aconda Wire and Cable Company, 
Marion, Ind., and five of its offi- 
cers for conspiracy to defraud the 
United States, 
and 
to 
present 


"false claims in the production and 
sale of wire and cable used by the 
armed forces for combat commun- 
ciation purposes." 


"This is one of the 
most repre- 


hensible cases of defrauding 
the 


government and endangering 
the 


lives of Amercian soldiers and sail- 
ors ever to come to the attention 
of the Department 
of 
Justce," 


Biddle declared in a formal state- 
ment. 


"I can conceive 
of nothing more 


vicious, or treacherous, than delio- 
erately supplying our armed forces 
with defective 
war material; and I 


am informed 
that only 
the alert- 


ness of government inspectors and 
the promptness with which the war 
frauds unit and the FBI investigat- 
ed complaints in this case has pre- 
vented enormous quantities of de- 
fective wire and cable from being 
transported to our 
seas."

tracts have been signed and work 
is gelling under way on a buta- 
diene plant in connection with the 
facilileis of Ihe Lion Oil Refining 
Company, El Dorado, Ark., Repre- 
sentative Harris (D-Ark) said to- 
day. 


Harris said the plant would have 


"several thousands tons" 
annual 


capacity, but declined to give the 
exact figure or the cost of the new 
plant. 


The butadiene, used in the man- 


ufacture of synthetic rubber, will 
be sold to the Rubber 
Reserve 


Company., a subsidiary of the re- 
conslruclion Finance Corporation.

British troops

Allies Hammer 
Jap Positions

Allied Headquarters in A u s- 


tralia, Dec. 21 — (/P)— Allied tank 
and infantry smashed today 
at 


dwindling Japanese forces trapped 
in a horse-shoe pocket in the Buna 
Mission area of New Guinea, and 
Allied headquarters said the ene- 
my commander, Lieut. Gen. Toma- 
lore Horii, had been reported killed 
in action. 


Ths bloody trap was 
drawn tight- 


er with capture of the Cape En- 
daiadere region . Friday by A u s- 
Iralian shock troops, and General 
MacArthur's command announced 
a general attack, spearheaded by 
tanks and artillery, was now Under- 
way against the Japanese rem- 
nants on this 
right 
flank. A com- 


munique declared the "enemy's po- 
sition is deteriorating." 


It was the 
frist time 
that 
the 


Allies had used tanks in a general 
attack on this front. Field 
d i s- 


palches idenlified Ihe tanks as light 
American - made 
"General Stu- 


arts" manned by Australians. 


The enemy is believed to 
have

its eye on 


the presidential year of 1044, he

"The closer we come to victory
